It is uncertain what will become of the 
Mail and Express, or whether its manage- 
ment and policy will be changed by the death 
of Col. Shepard. A close connection of the 
family said that it would probably continue 
the same as heretofore for the present. Secre- 
tary William R. Worrall said that so far as he 
knew the death of Col. Shepard would not 
affect the paper. Of course, he said, it was 
impossible at this time to tell what changes 
would take place in its management. 

His Life Sketched. 


Col. Shepard was widely known not only as 
the husband of the oldest daughter of the 
Vanderbilts but because of his eccentricities 
in public life and a quaintness in saymg and 
doing things which were constantly being 
talked about. He was born June 25, 1834. 
His father was a banker of James- 
town, N. T., and afterward President 
of the National Bank Note company, 
which on bis death became  consol- 
idated with the American and Continental 

Bank Note companies. He attended the pub- 
lie schools of Jamestown, and in afew years 
came to this city, where he ertered the New 
York University, from which he was graduated 
in 1855. He studied law in the office of Judge 
William Strong and Judge Pierrepont, and 
was admitted tothe bar in 1858, entermg 
into partnership with Judges Strong under the 
firm name of Strong & Shepard. He con- 
tinued the practice of, law until 1889 with rare 
intervals of rest. Durmg one of these inter- 
vals he earned the title of Colonel. Gov. E.

The Fifty-tirst New York .regi- 
ment was named the Shepard Kifles after 
the recruiting officer. 

Col. Shepard resumed the practice of law 
and continued to be an active member of the 
bar until 1884. During all this time he was 
an active Republican, and in 1881 was nom- 
inated by President Garfield to succeed 
Stewart L. Woodlord as United States Dis- 
trict Attorney, but the nomination was not 
confirmed. 

Traveler and Editor. 

He traveled extensively from 1884 until 
1887 in Alaska and Europe, and when he re- 
turned he purchased the Mail and Express 
from the late Cyrus W. Field. It was here 
that the Colonel cathe more conspicuously be- 
fore the public than ever. Newspapers all 
over the country teemed with stories of the 
eccentricities of the son-in-law of the Van- 
derbilts as an editor, He adopted the 
eustom of printing a scriptural text each day 
at the head of his editorial page. He adopted 
rules prohibiting profanity in the business or 
editorial and composing rooms. He declared 
it to be his intention to publish a newspaper 
for Christian gentlemen and ladies. The 
people protested that the custom of printing 
a daily text was treating the Bible flippantly; 
he said it was printed as news.“ because 
most of them were strangers to the 
Bible. He each day ventured the opinion 
that Sunday-school papers were the work of 
the devil to defeat the good design of Provi- 
dence in establishing good papers. The 
Colonel’s eccentricities were not confined to 
small matters. He iasisted on having Rome 
printed Roma in his paper. So, too, be 
insisted that Sunday should be spelled Son- 
day,” because it was the day of the Son of 


God. 

Col. Shepard plunged into local politics as 
well as into journalism. He gave a series of 
dinners a few years ago at the Union League 
club to the various Republican district lead- 
ers, many of whom then wore dress {suits for 
the first time in their lives, which created a 
sensation in local politics. He gave a dinner 
in his house after the last national campaign 
to Chairman Carter and his associates. be- 
cause they did not have a very good time elec- 
tion-day, as he expressed it. At this dinner 
he and ex-Senator Platt buried the toma- 
hawk. 

Col. Shepard married Miss Marguerite 
Louise Vanderbilt, the, oldest daughter of 
William H. Vanderbilt. He leaves five chil- 
dren, Mrs. William Jay Scheiffelin, Edith, 
Alice, Elliott F. Jr., and Marguerite. He was 
married twenty-five years ago and the silver 
wedd was celebrated with a large gathering 
at the house about a month ago. Col. Shep- 
ard was a Presbyterian and a member of the 
Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church, He was 
President of the American Sabbath Union 
and a Vice-President of St. Paul’s Institute in 
Asia Minor, which he mainly supported. He 
was a member of the Un.on League, the New 
York Yacht elub, the Republican club, and 
the Federal club. When the Federal club was 
opened he created a sensation by nominating 
Chauncey M. Depew for President. This is 
what started the Depew’ boom in 1888. He 
was a director of the American Bank Note 
company, of which his brother, A. D. Shepard, 
is Vice-President. He founded the New York 
State Bar Assotiation and was its first Presi- 
dent. The Colonel gave liberally to charity 
and to religious objects. 

The fortane left by William H. Vanderbilt 
in trust for Mrs. Shepard was about $12,000,- 
000, yielding an annual revenue estimated at 
$250,000. 

Charged with Forgery. 

William B. Van Dyke, an expert accountant em- 
ployed in Marshall Fieid’s retail store, was ar- 
rested last night on a charge of forgery. Van Dyke 
was formerly employed in New York and May 7, 
1892, it is alleged, he forged the name of the Rad- 
ford Type and Foundry company for $1,000 and 
obtained payment from W. S. Stearns. He was 
arrested on à telegram from Inspector McLaugh- 
lin of New York. 
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WILL FIGHT YERKES. 


COMPETITORS WILL BEGIN QUO WAR- 


RANTO PROOEEDINGS, 


Officers of the New South Side Cross-Town 
Line Want to Check the Magnate’s 
Power—They Question His Methods and 
Declare They Will Ask Questions It 
Will Be Hard fer Him to Answer—His- 
tory of the West Side Company’s Check- 
ered Career. 

Quo warranto proceed are again to be 
brought against the West Chicago Street rail- 
road company. An informal notice to that 
effect has been received by the West Chicago 
people and the movement is backed by citi- 
zens of the southwestern portion of the city, 
represented by C. C. Bonney. Proceedings of 
this character have been brought at various 
times against the combination of railway in- 
terests formed by Mr. Yerkes, and the legal 
points raised have never been settled, In 
similar proceedings begun in the spring of 
1890 the question at issue was the legality of a 
corporation controlling the stock of another 
corporation, such corporations having been 
in competition. The company was asked to 
show by what right it held a virtual monopoly 
of West Side street railway business, thus 
crushing gut all competition and diversity of 
inte Another point raised was that the 
company Gad become by its pectliar methods 
80 powertul it was able to resist all efforts 
to increase the facilities of transit and that as- 
sociations encouraged by the company had 
been formed to prevent the construction of 
lines by rival companies. 

These points and a number of others will be 
raised in the present case. The validity of tne 
extension of the franchise of the old Chicago 
West Division railway company from twenty- 
five to ninety-nine years by an amendment in 
1865 will be questioned. A direct attack, how- 
ever, will be made on the validity of the com- 
bination of West Side lines made by the 
Yerkes people. For example, the right of the 
present West Chicago company to operate the 
Madison street line may be questioned. The 
charter of the original company provided 
among other things that the cars of no other 
road should be operated over the Madison 
street tracks. The Chicago West Division 
railway company and the West Chicago Street 
railway company are two distinct corpora- 
tions, although all the properties and rights of 
the former are controlled by the latter. The 
Yerkes company, of course, secured an ordi- 
nance sanctioning the transfer of control of 
one company to the other. The State law 
provides that a City Council cannot turn over 
a street to a corporation without the consent. 
of a majority of owners of frontage. It is 
claimed that in the case of the Madison street 
line there is no record showing that the prop- 
erty-owners concurred in turning the street 
over to the Yerkes people. 

Question Yerkes’ Right. 

Now thepeople who threaten quo warranto 
proceedings ask by what right the line 
is operated and owned, if the two companies. 
ate in existence as distinct corporations and 
the provisions of the charter of the original 
company are in force. The history of the con- 
solidation of street railway interests on the 
West Side is familiar to every street railway 


of thiscompany was increased to-$1,000,000. 
The two companies, the Chicago West Di- 
vision railway company and the Chicago Pas- 
senger railway company, had the field in com- 
petition. A combination, however, was made 
by which the latter controlled the former by a 
purchase of about 7,500 shares of stock, 

In July, 1887, the present West Side com- 
pany was incorporated, and later in the year | 
succeeded in leasing the rights and franchises 
of thetwo companies, which had partially 
been merged into one during the preceding 
year. The combination is not essentially dif- 
ferent from that formed by the gas trust. It 
is said by those familiar with the situation 
that there are grounds for quo warranto pro- 
ceedings galore, but that a desperate fight will 
no doubt be made if the matter is pushed. 
The present case, it is said, isto be brought 
as a retaliatory measure. ö 

Live and let live is a maxim which the 
management of the West and South Towns 
Street railway company proposes to force the 
West Chicago Street railroad company, im- 
personated in @harles T. Yerkes, to recog- 
nize. The West and South Towos company, 
headed by L. E. McGann, secured a 
franchise providing for a cross-town 
line on  Twenty-second street and 
since last fall has expended something like 
$80,000 in actual construction of track between 
the river and Lawndale. The compauy has 
been harassed by adverse injunction suite at 
every turn, and work is now at a standstill. 
The officials of the cross-town roads think 
they have discovered in these injunction suits 
the fine Italian hand of Mr. Yerkes, whose 
West Side street railway fleld is invaded. Mr. 
Yerkes claims a practical monopoly of West 
Side business, and rival companies have found 
that he is fully able to back up these claims 
by methods which have been quite ef- 
fectual. 

Trace the Magnate’s Hand, 

The filing of an injunction suit a short time 
ago, which is declared to have been directly 
instigated by Mr. Yerkes, is the immediate 
cause for the action taken by Messrs. Bonney, 
McGann, and others. 

The people back of the movement are per- 
fectly familiar with the ground, as they have 
had several brushes with the West Side com- 
pany. Back in 1880 the property-owners 
southwest of Dougias Park desired an exten- 
sion of the Ogden avenue line southwest from 
Western avenue to Lawndale. The street 
tailway company was desirous of building to 
Douglas Park, but did not wish to go any far- 
ther. The company, nowever, agreed to build 
in case the right cf way was secured by the 
property-owners. The owners of undeveloped 
land west of the park were able, under the 
provisions for securing frontage then in force, 
to turn over the necessary consents. It is 
claimed that the ordinance was so juggied 
that it provided for the immediate construc- 
tion of that portion of the line between Doug- 
las Park and Western avenue, while that part 
of the road needed by the Lawndale people 
was to be built when it could be operated 
without loss. 

The Lawndale people, after waiting a num- 
ber of seasons for transit facilities, carried the 
war into the court of the enemy by bringing a 
mandamus suit aga‘nat the company with a 
view to forcing the construction of the Ogden 
avenue extension. The case went up to the 
higher courts, and the plaintiffs were defeated, 
the decision being that the Council has no 
right to torce a company to build a road, but 
may forfeit ite charter in case it does not 
fulfill its obligations. In the course of this 
controversy an attempt was made to proceed 
against the company by a quo warranto, 

C. L. Bonney, who is interested in the pres- 
ent movement, gave his version of the previous 
proceedings yesterday. 

“There are questions which can be justly 
raised regarding the franchises controlled by 
the West Chicago company which never haye 
been answered and never will be if Mr. Yerkes 
can help it.“ said he.

For 
some days at least each carrier will start out 
of the office with a map in one hand and a 
package of letters in the other. It is expected 
that after a lapse of time each carrier may be- 
come familiar enough with his route te lecate 
the numbers; In his effort to discover house 
numbers Capt. McGrath applied to the city 
officials for information and found that many 
of the streets had not been numbered on the 
city map. This is being done, however, and 
the city authorities will be asked by the Post- 
master to enforce the ordinance that provides 
for the numbering of houses. 4 

The territory to be covered by the new de- 
livery represents an area of about ge ven square 
miles, Its boundaries commence on the 
south at One Hundred and Third street and 
the Lake Shore, run west to within half a mile 
of Stony Island avenue, thence north to 
Eighty-seventh street, west to Stony Island 
avenue, north to Seventy-third street, east to 
Jeffery avenue, north to Sixty-seventh, and 
east again to the lake shore. In this terri- 
tory there are at least 45,000 residents. Sim- 
ultaneously with the commencement of the 
carrier system a new and commodious office 
will be opened on Ninety-first street between 
Houston and Erie streets. This will be oper- 
ated as a substation of the Chicago office and 
will only differ from all other substations in 
having a general and box delivery. 

Mail addressed properly will be thrown off 
the cars in South Chicago, but where the ad- 
dress is Chicago only it will be carried to the 
general postoffice. If the street and number 
are found to be in South Chicago it will then 
be forwarded there, but this will cause delay 


of at least a day. 
BOEDEKER’S WATCH IS FOUND AT LAST. 


One Theory of the Supposed Freeport Mar- 
der Biasted. - 

Freeport, III., March 24. [Special. Coro- 
ner Dietrich, with four members of his jury, 
who are investigating the burning of Mr. and 
Mrs. Boedeker, made a thorough search 
through the débris of the burned building to- 
day. The theory has been advanced that the 
couple were robbed and murdered. There was 
also a theory that if a watch and chain that 
Boedeker wore were not found the conclu- 
sion would be that a crime had been com- 
mitted. The watch and chain were of silver. 
The fact that the watch could not be found led 
the Coroner to make the investigation today. 
He found a part of the wateh in the south- 
west corner of the room in which the bed 
stood, on the ground floor. Also a bunch of 
keys and a silver dollar near where Boedek- 
er's body was found. Thus ends, it is thought 
by the Coroner, the clew to the murder. How- 
ever, a number of insurance men have en- 
gaged the services of a Freeport lawyer, and 
it is the impression that they will fight the 
matter to the end on the grounds of suicide, 
and that Boedeker’s heirs are not entitied to 
the insurance that he carried. The testimouy 
of the witnesses examined this afternoon de- 
veloped nothing new. The jury is deliberat- 
ing over the testimony, and it is doubtful if a 
verdict will be rendered tonight. The indica- 
tious are that it will be death from suffocation. 


MES, GEORGE H. PHILIPS COMMITS SUICIDE 


Her Husband Finds Her in a Room Filled 
with Gas—Her Health Was Poor. 

When George H. Philips of No. 174 North 
State street returned home from his work at 
6 p. m. yesterday be found that his wife had 
committed suicide. Her body was lying fully 
dressed upon the bed in the bedroom and the 
room was filled with gas, which was escaping 
from the supply pipe of a student’s gas lamp. 
Mrs. Philips had been in poor health for sev- 
eral weeks and it is supposed that her physi- 
cal suffering cuused her to take her life.

„Right there, said he, pointing to a ripple 
on the surface of the lake, “the creature 
poked ite head up and we saw it plainly with 
our naked eyes and through bur glasses.

Striking In«tance of Samuel W. Allerton’s 
Generosity to His Employes.

Curtin, the widow, P with emphasis, 
“ig not true. never spoke Aa 
lawyer about the matter. I never threatened 
to bring suit; I never made a contract with 
Mr. Allerton. The $16 has been sent every 
week to me, and was the result of no threat 
from me. The very day after. my husband 
was killed John B. Robertson, Treasuref of 
the Allerton company, and Mrs. Kobertson 
called at my house and expressed the deepest 
sympathy with me in my misfortune. I did 
not ask for anything, but the allowance began 
to come at once and has never failed. It has 
been the gavmg of me and my little children, 
No arrangement whatever was made about 
how long the money should come or whether 
it should stop when my children became of 
age. Mr. Allerton never sent a man to me to 
try and secure iny consent to stopping the pay- 
ment.’

DREXELS AND READING RECONCILED. 


The Bankers, It Is Said, Will Undertake 
the Reorganization of the Rallroad. 

PuitaperrarA, Pa., March 24.—The im-

The rehabilitation of the Read- 
ing is probably two years or more 
distant, but it is practically certain that in the 
meautime the financi of the company will 
be under the reconciliation which is under- 
stood to have been accomplished a few days 
pees the Reading went into the Receivers’ 
hands, 

New Ton, March 24,—(|Special. |—A. A. 
McLeod, President and one of the receivers 
of the Philadelphia and Reading road, was in 
New York today, and his arrival here was 
closely followed by the announcement that 
financial relations had been resumed between 
the Reading company and the Drexels.

IMPORTANT PENSION RULING, 


It Reverses a Decision Under Which $2,000,- 
000 Has Been Paid to Claimants, 

Wasuivatow, D. C., March 24.—It has been 
discovered that one of the most important 
rulings ever made in the Pension office has 
remained unpromulgated, so far as the public 
knows, for more than five months. It is 
learned that Sept. 28 last Assistant Secretary 
Bussey made a pension decision which radi- 
cally changed the practice of the department 
as to the disposition of accrued pensions in 
certain cases and established a new and im- 
portant rule as to reimbursement of ex- 
penses, last sickness, and burial” under Sec. 
4,718, Revised Statates. The Assistant Secre- 
tary holds that accrued pensions can be 
fully paid to grandchildren, but as to 
reimbursement for last sickness and 
burial the Assistant Secretary concludes 
that while only the widow or minor child of 
the deceased soldier can take the accrued 
pension, the only person for whom the ex- 
penses of the last sickness and burial van be 
allowed is the soldier himself, From the date 
and under the authority of an opinion by So- 
licitor-General Phillips rendered Aug. 10, 
1876, until now, last sickness and burial ex- 
penses have been allowed in all cases where 
the deceased was an  impecunious 
pensioner or entitled to a pen- 
sion, whether soldier, minor children, 
grandchildren, or dependent parents. It is 
stated that fully $2,000,000 has been wrong- 
fully paid to claimants under the Phillips 
opinion as reimbursements for lest sickness 
and burial expenses, for which Sec. 4,718, 
Revised Statutes, did not provide. 


CURRY LOSES HIS OFFICE, 


Misstatement of Fact Results Disastrously 
to a New- Yorker. 

WAsuineror, D. C., March 24.—[Special. |— 
The appointment of Dean F. Curry of Medina, 
N. T., to the Commercial Agency at Yar- 
mouth, N. S., has been canceled. He was 
Commercial Agent at the Nova Scotia port 
under President Cleveland’s first administra- 
tion, and he came to Washington right after 
the inauguration to get appointed. He told 
the President he would like to go back to 
Yarmouth. The President smilea and 
said: “You had better go and 
tell Mr. Quincy about your. case.” 
Mr. Curry hastened to the State Department, 
told the new Assistant Secretary what the 
President had said, interpreting Mr. Cleve- 
land’s remarks as a sort of promise that the 
appointment would be made, The papers 
were made outa day or two later, and Curry 
qualified, The bond blanks were duly certi- 
fied and sent to Secretary Gresham, Curry 
sold his house at Medina, and 
telegrapecd to Yarmouth to engage his 
old residence. He was ready tu start as soon 
as his bonds were approved. Mr. Quincy 
became enlightened as to Mr, Curry’s appli- 
cation. and after a conference with Secretary 
Gresham it was decided to see the President. 
Mr. Cleveland was not only surprised but 
astonished, and as a result of the interview 
Curry’s appointment was canceled. His 
statement to Quincy that Cleveland had prom- 
ised him the place is believed to have caused 
the trouble. 


MORE LAND FOR SETTLEMENT. 


Decision by Secretary Smith That Opens 
Many Southern California Acres. 

Wasninetor, D. C., March, 24.—Secretary 
Hoke Smith today rendered his first land de- 
cision. It was the case of the Southern Pa- 
eific railroad company, and the Secretary 
holds that the company had acquired no title 
to the lands in question under its grant. This 
decision operates to open many thousand 
acres in Southern California to settlement 
and entry. The Commissioner of the General 
Land Office is accordingly directed to take 
such steps as may be necessary to restore 
them to the public domain.

RUINCAUSED 


TERRIBLE WORK OF THE TORNADO 
IN INDIANA AND THE SOUTH. 


Over Fifty Houses Unroofed at Indianapo- 
lis—Factory Blown Down, a Boy Killed, 
and Several Hurt at Alexandria ~ A 
Dozen Hurt at Kelly, Miss.— Railroad 
Round House and Locomotives Wrecked 
at Bowling Green, Ky.—Road Blockaded 
by Fallen Trees—Minstrels Suffer. 

Inpranaporss, Ind., March 24.—{Special. }— 

Not until today was it realized here how 

severe a storm visited this part of Indiana 

last night. From telegrams received tonight 
the path of the storm 1s described from 

Evansvil:e northeasterly until it traversed 

almost the entire length of the State. There 

was a general collapse of bridges and wreck 
of houses. In this city the damage was large, 
perhavs $100,000. While many people re- 


| ceived injuries either in their houses, which 


were overturned, or on the street from flying 
wreckage, none have deen reported danger- 
ously hurt. In addition to the partial wreck- 
ing of the immense cerealine works, the 
Capitol City coffin factory, the Big Four 
freight office, the North Indianapolis canning 
factory, the Brown-Keteham iron works, and 
the Indianapolis, Decatur and Springfield 
railroad shops in West Indianapolis were 


seriously damaged. 

In this city fifty houses were wrecked in one 
neighborhood in the northwest portion. Many 
families were rendered temporarily homeless. 

At Tuxedo, a suburb, many houses were 
wrecked and several of the smaller ones were 
carried away piecemeal, Many of the resi- 
dents passed the night in cellars. The storm 
was accompanied by a heavy fall of rain and 
a fantastic play of lightning. 

Advices from all parts of the State indicate 
much property damaged and some persons 
maimed,

Factory Destroyed at Alexandria, . 

EL wood, Ind., March 24.—| Special. — The 
wind storm of last night totally demolished 
the extensive lamp chimney works of Lippin- 
cott & Co. at Alexandria, One hundred and 
fifty workmen were at work at the time, but 
being in another portion of the factory from 
where the wind struck they all escaped with 
their lives except a 10-year-old son of Will- 
iam Angel, who was buried beneath the ruins 
and crushed to death. The factory employed 
nearly 300 men. Upwards of fifty men were 
more or less injured by the flying débris. The 
loss will reach up into the thousands, but is 
fully covered by insurance. 

CRAWFORDS Ind,, March 24.—[Spe- 
cial.|—The Mascotte Minstrel company was 
caught ina cloudburst between Crawfords- 
ville and Parkersburg last night. They were 
making the trip overland in a large hack 
drawn by four horses when the storm burst 
upon them. A river without banks or limita- 
tions swept by them and the men only saved 
themselves by climbing a great tree against 
which their hack was carried. The horses 
were drowned and many of the party are sick 
from exposure. The cloudburst did great 
damage to the farm lands, 

Columns, Ind., March 24,--[Srecial.}— 
The amount of damage done by the storm 
last night was at first not thought to be large, 
but during the day reports have come in 
which show that the damage will exceed $40,- 
000. Not a life was lost, but considerable 
stock was damaged by falling buildings. 
In the southern and eastern parts of the 
county almost every rod of fencing was lev- 
eled to the earth, and it is in this that the 
greatest damage was done, and while it does 
not fall heavily on any one individual not a 
single farmer has escaped. In several in- 
stances barns have been unroofed, and a nuin- 
ber of fine residences have been considerably 
damaged. No property was injured in this 
city, but the damage in the county was never 
equaled.

HEAVY LOSSES IN KENTUCKY. 


Louisville and Nashville nd House and 
Engines Damaged $75,000. 

Lovisvitie, Ky., March 24.—The heavy 
sturm last night did great damage at Bowling 
Green and the surrounding country. It was 
in the nature ofa cyclone. At Bowling Green 
the roofs of between fifteen and twenty houses 
were blown over. The most serious damage 
was that to the Louisville and Nashville round 
house, which was wholly wrecked. Several 
engines were badly stashed. One colored 
man was caught in the debris 
and badly though not seriously injured. 
The loss to the railroad on the building and 
locomotives 18 $75,000 to $100,000. Among 
the roofs blown off at Bowling Green was 
that of the Warren County Covurt-House, 
which is considered the finest public building 
in Kentucky outside of Louisville. 

Passengers on the delayed fast express on 
the Louisville and Nashville from the South 
stated that all along the road evidences of the 
storm could be seen. Many farm-houses were 
noticed to be roofless and scores of stables 
and outhouses totally demoli Trees were 


jblown across the railroad track at many 


points, The town of Rawlins was almost de- 
stroyed, The postoffice building owned by 
Frank Cordice was swept entirely away to- 
gether with all the mail, some of which was 
found two miles off. Mr. Cordice’s loss is 
$41.000. The storehouse occupied by Stephens 
& Knox was demolished and their stock, val- 
ued at $5,000, ruined by the rain. Isaac Ham- 
ilton lost several tenement houses and store- 
rooms, besides having bis residence, badly 
damaged. His ioss is $2,500. The Shelton 
House was unroofed, as were the other build- 
ings near by. Judge Shelton is out about 
$1,000, and J. H. Carries, who rents the hotel, 
logs several hundred more. 

Every house in Stanford was damaged. The 
track of the tornado was not over 3,300 yards 
wide, but it swept everything in its way. The 
losers did not have the tornado clause in their 
insurance policies. 

At Murray, Ky., twenty residences and fifty 
stables and barns were demolished. Only one 
person, Miss Alice Stabbiectield, was seriously 
injured. A dozen were slightly hurt. The loss 
will reach $25,000. Much timber, fencing,

TERRISLY MANGLED AT NASHVILLE. 


One Person Dead and Two Seriously Hurt 
in a House Blown Down.

DEATH OF JOHN TAYLOR JOHNSTON. 


Two Large Achievements with Which He 
Was Associated. 

New Tom, March 24.—[Special. |}—John 
Taylor Johnston died this morning in the 73d 
year of his age. 

[The Metropolitan Museum of Arts and the 
Central railroad system of New Jersey, in the foun- 


dation of both of whieh he took the leading part, 
represent his most important achievements. In 


1848 he took the Presidency of the insignifi- 
cant Somerville and tern railroad, 
which he and his associates de- 
veloped into what is now known as 


the Central railroad of New Jersey. His Presi- 
dency continued from 1348 until 1877, when bis 
fortune was almost sacrificed in a vain effort to 
sustain the credit of the company. His picture 
gallery was, up to the time of its sale in 1877, the 
most important in America, He was a natural 
leader in organizing the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art. and was the first President. of the 
museum, and continued to occupy this 
office until 1889, when he was forced to resign be- 
cause of his condition of heaith. and was suc- 
ceeded by Henry ©. Marquand. He was then 
elected honorary President for life. The Uni- 
versity of the City of New York. ef the governing 
body of which he was President; the Presbyterian 
Hospital, the Woman's Hospital, the St. Andrew’s 
Society, and the boards of the Presbyterian 
Church, all claimed and. received their share of 
his attention. He followed his father as an elder 
in the old Scotch Presbyterian Church, and took 
his full part in chuteh councile. He was an influ- 
ential member of several general assemblies, in 
which he represented the New York Presbytery. }

JOLIET PENITENTIARY. 


Priestess of the Spooks Unable to Exercise 
Spirit Influences Upon the Farmer 
Jurors Who Sat in Judgment of Her— 
She Requests That No Motion for a New 
Trial Be Made, and Receives Her Sen- 
tence for Larceny at Once—Record of 
Her Strange Career.

The ver- 
dict was ore generally expected by the people 
who constantly attended the progress of the 
trial and gives general satisfaction, That she 
is Diss Debar no one doubts, and a man who 
lives in Elgin and with whom she boarded 
says he knows that underneath the yellow wig 
is a short crop of black hair. It being the re- 
quest of Vera Ava that no motion for a new 
trial be entered she was brought before 
Judge Willis tonight and in accord. 
ance with the verdict. ‘She will be taken to 
Joliet in the morning. 

[While there is some doubt that the woman 
convicted in Geneva is the Diss Debar, there is 
quite as much evidence that she is the swindler 
who attained such notoriety in New York. Ann 
Odelia Solomon Editha Lolita Diss Debar nrst 
flashed across the horizon in New York in 1888. 
She came before the public when Lawyer Luther 
R. Marsh requested a delegation of reporters to 
visit his home and examine some pictures which 
had been, he said, produced by spirits. The news- 
paper men came, examined the pictures, found 
them to be mere daubs, and told him what they 
were. Lawier Marsh had devoted a building on 


Debar, as } 
two children when the ro apes came. 
Luther R. Marsh had been one of the most promi- 
nent lawyers in New York. He was a believer in 
spiritualism, and loyally stood by the adventuress 
who had deceived him. It was not until thé Bar 
Association took the matter up and prosecuted 
Diss Debar that the old lawyer's eyes were fully 
Then came the woman's trial 
and her subsequent conviction. It was 
shown that the General created the pict- 
ures. His paints were chemicals, and they 
were so arranged as to appear or — by 
brushi them over with a solution of other 
chemica Diss Debar went to the penitentiary 
for six months.

REPLY OF GENERAL MANAGER ASHLEY. 


He Gives the RKailroad’s Side of the Ans 
Arbor Strike—Reward Offered. 

Totzpo, O., March 24.—General Manager 

H. W. Ashley of the Toledo, Aun Arbor and 


Northern Michigan railway, furnishes the fol- 


lowizig reply to Chief Arthur’s statement: 

This company pays all its freight enginemen 
$3.60 per 100 mi and overtime after fourteen 
bours at cents per hour. The men are not 
classified. This is a higher rate than is paid by 
any roadin Michigan except the Michigan Cen- 
tral. Ninety per cent of the enginemen ran 
freight r There are only seven men en- 
gaged in gor service; ot these two re- 
mained i with the company and are still at work. 
The men on these runs earn from $1,200 
to $1,400 per year for service of eight 
hours or less per day on trains of two and 
three cars, scheduled at tweaty-four miles an 
-bour, The freight engine men all earn between 
$100 and $140 per month. This is what Mr. Arthur 
calls the grinding process.” We have between 
1,100 and 1,200 | applications for the privilege of 
being ground“ at these prices, but the members 

of this order who do not want to work for these 

wages have sought by purchase, intimidation, 
and boycott to deprive others of the right to do 
so. Yet he advertises that the brotherhood is a 
law-abiding society—organized for the moral and 
socia! advantage cf its members. 

Sunday, Feb. 26, less than twenty out of a total 
of forty-six members of the brotherhood met in 
secret session at Owosso and asmall majority of 
those present determined to make demands for 
more pay and new rules. These demands were 
refused: They claim, and the -members of the 
brotherhood bave testified in court, that neither a 
strike nor a boycott can be effective without Mr. 
Arthur’s order or consent. [t seems immaterial by 
what name he exercises his authority; it is not 
denied that such a conspiracy cannot be made ef- 
fective except with his approval. The men them- 

selves speak of it as Arthur's order.“ In this 

instance Mr. Arthur ordered or approved both 
strike and boycott not only with a knowledge 
that both were illegal, but with the knowledge 
that the United States Court had issued a manda- 
tory injunction to his men on connecting lines not 
to refuse to handle Ann Arbor cars. Yet Mr. 
Arthur advertises himself as a law-abiding citizen. 
By his own confession to the court it appears that 
be was the chief party to the conspiracy either to 
force the Ann Arbor company to pay the wages 
and submit to the rules he thought reasonable, 
or to ruin the industry of every corporation or 
private person who was dependent upon its rail- 

way for the transportation of his goods. 1 do 
not understand that the desirability or legality of 
organized labor is in question. ihe discussion 
raises the question only of the right of mento 
labor or not as they may elect, and of the right of 
other men who do not belong to an organization 
to engage in their places. The right of 
men to quit the service 0 the 
cumpany in any manner apd at any time which 
does not endanger lives or prcrerty has always 
been conceded; but they have denied the right of 
omens to rer form the same service at the rates 
ay refused by them and have individually and

DESIGNED TO PREVENT ACCIDENTS. 


New Device for Stopping Heavy Machinery 
Quickly Now on Exhibition, 

The Electro-Automatic Appliance company 
of Hartford, Conn., has on exhibition in this 
city an appliance for stopping engines, which, 
it is claimed, will prevent many accidents re- 


sulting from the difficulty of quickly control- ‘ 


ling the motion of heavy machinery. The de- 
vice consists of a heavy spring coiled around 
a shaft, the exposed end of which carries a 
sprocket wheel. This wheel is fixed at the 
stern of the engine valve. A chain passes 
over the wheel, and when the engineer 
turns the valve to let on steam he also fur- 
nishes power to wind the 

In that position it is 

pin fixed on the outer face of an electro-mag- 
net. Wires are run to all rooms in a building 
where there is machinery, terminating in 
common push buttons, When it is desired to 
shut the machinery down quickly the button 
is pressed. That sends a current through the 
magnetic coils, pulls the magnet forward, 
drawing tne stay-pin back, and the heavy 
spring whirls around and closes the steam 
valve, The device is inclosed in a wooden 
box about two feet square. 

The special value of the device, it is claimed, 
is that it distributes the control of the engine 
over the entire space of a large manufactory. 
In the event of a person being caught in the 
machinery it will not be aecessary, as now, 
to rush to the éngine-room or depend upon 
signals to arouse the engineer, but the small- 
est boy in the room will be enabled to stop 
the engine. It is claimed that the device can 
be adapted to engines of any size, and that 
by attaching it to the governors of a machine 
the latter’s speed can be kept atthe maximum 
desired. The appliance is said to be in suc- 
cessful operation in the East, 

Arrangements are mading to exhibit tha 
appliance at the World’s Fair, and also to in- 
troduce it in the mechanical estabiishments 
of this city. 


AMERICANS IMPRISONED IN SIBERIA.. 


Terrible Stery Told by One of Them Who 
Was Finally Released. 
San Francisco, Cal., March 24.— Louis A. 
Paradyce, a sailor who arrived from China 
a story of horrible treat- 
He was a sailor on 
ng Bc . A. Thomas, and 
na Wilson went ashore 
on the coast of: Kemehatka to fill water casks. 
A storm drove the schooner off and the men 
were left ashore. *They had no provisions and 
traveled inland te a campof Russian soldiers. 
They were seized and accused of being spies. 
They were sent to Carasock, a convict station. 
Although Wilson and Paradyce were roughly 
treated y were not flogged as the 
other prisoners were. There were about 
six thousand convicts at the station, 
and every Wednesday those who had dis- 
obeyed the rules during the week were given 
fifty lashes with the knout. Of the 6,000 con- 
victs in the camp 1,600 wore a bal! and chain. 
Many men were too feeble to walk, and were 
dragged along by their companions. The 
soldiers would prod them with their bayonets 
to make them move more quickly. The con- 
victs were fed with black bread and raw salt 
meat. Finally Paradyce and Wilson were 
taken to Viadivosteck; from there they were 
sent to the Kara gold fields, fifteen days’ 
journey. They suffered frightfully from 
hunger and fatigue. Wilson gave out and 
had to be carried in a wagon. Ihe United 
States ship Marion arrived at Viadivostock, 
and the officers were informed by a merchant 
named Smith of Paradyce and Wilson’s fate. 
The commander of the Marion demanded that 
the prisoners be given up, and after consider- 
able delay this was done. They were taken to 
Shanghai on the Marion and placed in a hos- 
ope As soon as Paradyce was able to travel 
e was sent to Kongkong on the Gaelic, and 
then came here.

Naphtha Explode. 

A four-story stone and brick structure at 
the northwest corner of Lake and Union 
streets was, with ite varied contents, com- 
pletely burned out last evening, entailing a 
loss of $150,000, Though not a big fire it 
was as hot and uncontrollable a one as has oc- 
curred for many a day. A score of engines 
kept pouring full streams upon it, but the 
flames kept steadily on until everything they 
could feed upon had been consumed, and the 
best the Fire Department could do was to 
confine the fire within the four walls of the 
‘structure. Everything inside was of an inflam- 
male nature and some of it explosive, and 
the only effect the floods of water seemed to 
have was to give a bright bronze hue to the 


flames and suppress any pyrotechnic display 


of fiery sparks and cinders. 

The first intimation of the blase was given 
by a still alarm at 4:46 o’clock to Engine 17 
and truck No. 2, and four minutes later a reg- 
ular alarm called out, the department of the 
district. At 5 o’clock a 411 call was sent out, 
and at 5:39 o’clock a special call for six more 
engines was made. This placed on the ground 
twenty engines, four hook-and-ladders, three 
chemicals, and a stand-pipe. But for the latter 
and the trucks there was little use. From the 
first it was apparent that nothing could be 
saved, and the sheets of flame shooting out of 
and incasing every window made the use of 
ladders impracticable. 

Barrel of Naphtha Explodes. 


The fire started in the basement at the cor- 
ner of Lake and Union streets occapied by 
the Union Varnish company, but how is not 
known. O. M. Briggs, head miller for the 
Grant Baking Powder company, was standing 
within thirty feet of a barrel of naphtha when 
it exploded, but nobody was injured by it. 
This seems to have been the first intimation 
of a fire, and then the flames spread so rapid- 
ly upward and laterally that soon the whole 
building was ablaze. Soon after the arrival 
of the first contingent of engines Marshal 
Campion discovered about a dozen barrels of 
supposed naphtha or other explosive oils in 
the basement and he ordered the firemen 
back. This movement created a small panic 
among the large crowd of  specta- 
tors, and then there was a rush and 
crush among them in which some of them 
were tumbled and haif buried in the slush 
of the streets. A few minutes later another 
barrel exploded, sending flames and pieces of 
burning timbers upward to the secohd story. 
A piece of blazing wood fell on a hook and 
ladder on Union street, and started that blaz- 


ing. 8 

At 5:30 o’clock there was an ominous grat- 
ing of bricks, a ehout of warning, and then 
came the crash of a falling section of the north- 
west corner of the wall, which fell into the 
alley known as Lydia street. Nobody was in- 
jured, but the incident caused another rush‘of 
the spcctators, and gave them warning to keep 
further away. The general belief was that 
the building was a frail one, and that its walls 
— ht at any moment topple down, 

this probability was thought so imminent 
that shortly afterward word was given to the 
occupants of Chalmers foundry, adjoining on 
the west, to leave, as the rear wall of the 
burned building was liable to fall and crush 
their offices. 

While the firemen could not suppress the 
fire, which burned itself out despite of them, 
the torrents of water they poured upon it 
vented it from flaming outward and extending 
to neighboring buiidings.

The plant was 
worth $15,000 and the stock $20,000, prop- 
erty was insured for $12,500. The concern 
employed 120 men and girls. Mr. Feldman 
occupied the two storeroums fronting on Lake 
street. His loss is estimated at 515,000. 
stock was insured for $6.000. Salter & Bilek 
had the storeroom fronting on Union street. 
Their loss is $25,000 and their insurance $10,- 
000.. Mr. Schaffinch was also on the Union 
street side of the structure, and had a stock 
of buckwheat amounting to $4,500, He car- 
ried $1,800 insurance. Mr. M: ody’s business 
was not extensive. He occupied a small room, 
and his joss consists chiefly in the burning up 
of his tools. The total loss of the tenants 
amounts to $84,500 and the insurance to $33,- 


Site of Weber's Little Wagon Shop. 


At the west end of the Lake street front 
Henry Weber, now the President of the Weber 
Wagon company at Auburn Park, had a little 
wagon shop some years ago. Farmers used 
to congregate around the corners there and he 
made money by repairing their wagons. After 
the big fire of 1871 several merchants took 
refuge there and made a new start to rebuild 
their enterprises. During the last two or 
three years several fires have occurred in the 
building. Mr. Rhodes had just put in 
throughout the buildm rg an automatic sprink- 
ler plant ata cost of $3,000. It was to be 
tested and poe upon next Monday. 

Thee — oyés in the building all escaped 
unharm but several of them lost portions 
of their wearing apparel.

With warm weather 
in Ohio, from now on, the prospects for the 
winter wheat crop will be better than usual. 
The stock of wheat of 1891 and 1892 in farm- 
ers’ hands is still larger. They are locking 
for a free movement of wheat after corn 
planting ic over. Farmers are beginning to 

plow and sow oats and as the ground is in fine 
conditios it looks as if there would be a big 
crop of oats put in. 

Unfavorable Conditions in Michigan. 


In Michigan there are some complaints of 
wheat being damaged by freezing and thaw- 
ing weather, but not to any great extent. The 
present conditions are, however, unfavorable 
for the crop. Millers have good trade in feed 
but are piling up the flour. 

The last week has been a backset to all hopes 
for March and éarly April seeding in the 

ring wheat belt, There seems to be a dispo- 
atti tion among farmers to decrease the acreage 
of wheat. Owing to the low price and good 
prospects for hog and cattle raising there is a 
tendency to plant more corn and coarse grain 
that can be used for feed. There is little dis- 
position to hoid wheat for higher prices. 

Throughout Iowa no land has been pone 
this spring for corn, avd as the frost is rhe — 
of the ground no oats have been sown. 
are not as many oats in the ne 1 
year as last, as farmers sold and fed freely and 
saved their corn. They are looking for larger 
receipts of corn after the spring work is done. 
The seeding of oats in Nebraska will be later 
a last year, but there is plenty uf moisture in 

round, and with warm growing weather the 
— itions are favorable, No ground has been 
lowed for corn. A free movement of corn 
1 — June or July is not looked for, as most 
of the farmers have sold about all they will 
sell before they know they have asure thing 
for another crop. There is no doubt but what 
the fall wheat is badly damaged. The hard 
varieties of the early sown wheat seem to be 
all right, but soft varieties are nearly all 
Allet The late snow will help the wheat, but 
cannot possibly bring out the late sown wheat 
that was dead before the snow came. 

They are still buried in snow in Minnesota 
and there are no prospects of spring seeding. 
Nothing definite can be told about the acreage 
of spring wheat until farmers get to work, but 
the genera] impression seems to be that there 
will be a decrease in acreage and that farmers 
will pay more attention to live stock this year 
than ever before. 

Last year about this time in the Dakotas 
spring seeding had commenced. It is now 
getting late, and it willtake at least a week 
or ten days of warm weather to make seeding 
possible. There will be a decrease in the acre- 
age of wheat this year and an increased acre-

TO LIGHT CHICAGO'S WATER-FRONT. 


Details of Electrical Schemes Suggested by 
Capt. Schley. 
Wasutwetor, D. C., March 24.—[Special. ]— 
In the closing hours of the Fifty-second Con- 
gress an appropriation of $20,000 was made 
for lighting Chicago’s water-front by elec- 
tricity. It having been suggested that this 
work should be done with a similar cable and 
system to that used at Sandy Hook, N. Y., the 
matter was referred to Capt. Schley, in charge 
at that point, for his views upon the subject, 
In a communication addressed to the Light- 
house Capt. Schley says: 
It would not be ible to employ the system 
used at Sandy Hook, because it would require too 
much wire and too beavy voltage to reach the 
pury from the point where the system would take 
ot the source of power on shore. Two plans 
aré therefore suggested, but of the two available 
systems there is no possibility whatever that the 
neceseary cond cables can be manufactured 
under 7 days from the time of giving the or- 
der. The first plan is the lay of four single- 
armor, three conductor cables from a subway on 
shore parallel to the line of buoys carrying a two 
conductor cable, insulated and covered with 
lead. These cables, 8 _ with the 


cost $13,000. Other expenses for equipment and 

maintenance would not exceed $5,000, leaving a 

margin of $2,500 for laying the subway cable in 
hicago. 

Commander Robley D. Evans, in discussing 
the matter, said: 

The United States is the only nation having a 
system of lighting buoys by electricity, and stands 
ahead of the world in this respect. Through an 
oversight Congress did not make the necessary 
appropriation for the Chicago harbor in time, 
but this electrical display will be madeas prompt- 
ble after examination of the proposed 
pian has been m by experts, If there is not 
enough to pay the expenses of construction the 
City of Chicago will be called ubon to help defray 
the expenses, but according to Capt. Schiey’s 
second plan this course may not be deeméd neces- 
sary. Just as soon as possible an electrical ex- 
pert will be sent to Clucago, and the time for bo- 
ginuing the work will depend in a great measure 
upon his report.

to think of reducing purchases. The treasury 
has been gaining gold in spite of exports of 
$500,000 this week and some exports expected, 
but in view of the enormous excess of imports 
since Jan. 1, it is scarcely reasonable to hope 
that further outgoes are to be avoided, The 
stringency in money markets here and at 
some other points is largely due to slow col- 
lections, which appear to result rather from 
severe weather than from any form of com- 
mercial unsoundness.

THE GAMBLERS AND HARRISON, 

Mr. Harrison said in one of his speeches 
this week: 

There is no use attempting to suppress gam- 
bling in Chicago and I will not promise to do any 
such thing. 1 will not suppress gambling, but I 
will regulate it. When sporting men want to 
gamble they will do so in spite of the devil. 


It appears that as far as gambling 1s con- 
cerned he will stick to his record of 1879.87, 
during which period the gaming-houses were 
open to the public, and clerks and workimg- 
men had no difficulty in losing their weekly 
pay. During those eight years the wives of 
plundered men were appealing to the owners 
of the public gaming-houses for the restora- 
tion of a few dollars so that they might buy 
food and clothing for their children. Em- 
ployers were constantly swearing out warrants 
for the arrest of embezzling employés who 
had gambled away shat they stole. These 
wore the fruits of Mr. Harrison’s regulated 
gambling,” or protected robbery. 

It is not trué that gambling cannot be sup- 
pressed. All that is needed is a determination 
to do so. Elmer Washburn suppressed it 
when Chief of Police. Roche suppressed it 
when Mayor. It has been suppressed since 
the spring of 1891. The man who says it can 
be suppressed, but that he will not do it, is 
defective in morals, but has the virtue of 
truthfulness. He who says it cannot be sup- 
pressed and therefore he wii] “‘ reguiate”’ it, 
has neither morals nor truthfulness. 

That which is called regulation by Mr. 
Harrison is illegal licensing, not to gain rev- 
enue for the city, but to secure money for 
election expenses, and also to make sure of 
the votes of the gambling class. Saloons are 
iliegally licensed in many towns in Prohibi- 
tion Iowa, but the proceeds go into munici- 
pal treasuries. The licenses which have been 
collected here from gamblers under the regu- 
lative system went to make upa campaign 
fund. Owing tothis taxation the gamblers 
were the more rapacious and merciless. ° 

Tue Trrepunz published yesterday an edi- 
torial which appeared in the Times two years 
ago showing up Mr. Harrison’s method of 
regulating gambling. That artiele said: 

In language that can not by any possibility be 
misunderstood the Times makes the charge that 
during six ‘years, at least, of Carter Harrison's 
administration he levied tribute for political pur- 
poses upon the gamblers. and not only that but 
the money was paid into his own hands. In con- 
sideration of this money Harrison promised to 
graut the sports the right to conduct their busi- 
ness without fear of being molested. Harri- 


son kept his part of the contract fairly well. He 
proved treacherous in but two or three instances. 

Then it went on to state that in 1881 Harri- 
gon collected $10,000 from the gambiers for 
his campaign for reélection, and in 1883 $15,- 
000. In 1885, says the Times, he got $7,000 
rom them to defend Judge Smith’s contest 
for au olfice of which he had deen deprived 
by fraud. In 1883, according to the Times, 
there was an excellent illustration of what 
Harrison means by “regulating” gambling. 
Mike McDonald wanted to go to the national 
convention. So did Harrison. So he sent for 
Mike, when the following conversation en- 
sued: 

“You must pull off,” declared Carter. 

“I'll soe you farther flrst,“ said Mike, only he 
didn’t say further.“ 

All right,.“ said Carter in a musical tone. 

„All right.” declared Mike in a defiant tons. 

The next day the police swooped down upon the 
gamblers. They broke in the doors, smashed the 
tables, burned the costly ivory chips, and went 
away only to return in an hour or two to create 
still greater havoc. Four and five times did the 
blaecoats come smashing into the houses Mike 
McDonald was known to be interested in, 

While this ruthless destraction was going on 
Mike was hurrying tothe City Hall. Arriving 
there he rashed to the Mayor's office. Cartersat 
drumming the table. He was in a most compla- 
cent mood.

They were not, as they said, 
men of the ‘bummer’ class. Who were the 
prominent business-men, the “first-class 
lawyers,” ana the “men of means”? Will 
Mr. Harrison publish a list of them in his 
paper? There were, it is true, some respectable 
men in the convention—but as a rule they 
were opposed to Harrison and voted against 
him. There was one first-class lawyer in the 
convention. He was Chairman and had to be 
selected from outside the list of delegates. 
He was chosen because he was not considered 
a supporter of Harrison. There were, it is 
true, some men of means” who supported 
Harrison in the convention. M. C. McDonald, 
a man of means,” was there. So was Bill 
Skakel. So were several City Hall contrac- 
tors. They were all for Harrison. In the 
division of the city where Harrison made the 
assertion here quoted nearly all the business- 
men who were delegates were against him. 
It is a little too early in the campaign for 
Harrison to indulge in wild assertions. 

An examination of the list of delegates will 
show that a majority of those who supported 
Harrison were rounders, groggery-keepers, 
and political heelers, There was a sprinkling 
of old-timers who held office under Harrison 
when he was Mayor, and who expect to hold 
office under him again. Out of the 530 dele 
gates who voted for him he cannot name 
fifty who are in respectable business and who 
are not looking for jobs. More than a third 
of the number are cheap groggery-keepers. 
Let Mr. Harrison print a list of his delegates 
in his own paper giving their business and 
then the people can judge. 


THE SUSPENDED MEAT INSPECTORS. 

Saturday it was announced from Washing- 
ton that Secretary Morton had “ furloughed”’ 
about 120 persons employed in the inspection 
of animais and meats intended for export, 
about one-third of the number being in this 
city. This action was referred to as being in 
line with the recommendation by Mr. Hatch, 
Chairman of the House Committee on Agri- 
culture in the last Congress, which was to the 
effect that the packers be made to pay the 
cost of such inspection. But this may have 
been a mistake. The suspensions from duty 
were in order. The force of microscopists 
engaged near the packing-houses in this and 
some other cities have had little to do for 
several weeks past on account of the scarcity 
of hogs and the high prices at which they and 
the product are sold. 

The hog packing of the West for the four 
months ending with February, being those 
constituting the regular winter packing sea- 
son, was only about 60 per cent of the record 
for the corresponding time one year previous- 
ly. This was as counted by number. But as 
the animals averaged a weight of several 
pounds per head less there was a loss of more 
than 40 per cent in the weight of the product. 
As a consequence prices have ruled high, and 
the fact has told severely on the work of the 
“English houses ”’—that is, those establish- 
ments which operate chiefly or exclusively for 
the supply of markets in the British Isles. The 
relatively low scale of wages obtaining there 
reduces consumption far more in the event of 
an important rise in prices than with us. 
Hundreds of thousands of British workers 
who have become accustomed to American 
bacon were obliged to do without it last 
winter, and the volume of our meat exports 
fell off to a very low point. 

That change in conditions left many of the 
microscopists idle, as they are engaged only 
for the examination of meats intended for 
shipment abroad. Their work was not in- 
tended to protect the domestic consumer of 
hog products, who has more sense than to 
bother his head about the possible presence of 
the trichina when his meat is properly cooked. 
The American eats without compunction the 
meat from the carcass of a hog that has been 
rejected by the microscopists at the Stock- 
Yards as unfit for export, ard it is now sever- 
al years since a case of trichina in a human 
subject was reported in this country, 
while all those which were noted long ago 
were results of eating the meat raw, that be- 
ing usual with the people in some parts of Eu- 
rope. ‘The inspection referred to was insti- 
tuted for the purpose of obviating the objec. 
tions raised by some governments on the 
other side of the Atlantic. Therefore, when the 
price of our meats is so high that the foreign- 
ers cannot afford to buy them the men who 
cut samples from the hogs intended for ex- 
port and the young women who examine 
those samples by the aid of a microscope have 
nothing to do. 

It is understood that the inspection force in 
this city has been put on half time, about 50 
per cent of the workers being employed on 
alternate weeks and paid accordingly. This 
is all right. It was the duty of Secretary 
Morton to issue the order referred to, aud it 
will equally be his duty to suspend or dis- 
charge any others who may be found drawing 
pay for services not performed. But he would 
not be justified in discharging the whole in- 
spection force as useless. The work in the 
department resulted in the building up of an 
immense export trade in meats, the benefit of 
which to the country far exceeded the outlay. 
Doubtiess it would be of equal benefit when 
we are again able to offer large quantities of 
hog product to consumers in Europe at prices 
they can afford to pay.

„ WHEAT CROP STATISTICS. 

Page 86 of Report No. 102 of the new series 
issued by the division of statistics of the 
United States Department of Agriculture con- 
tains a table purporting to state the magni- 
tude of the world’s wheat crop for last year. 
The total is stated as 2,347,968,025 Winchester 
bushels. Among the items which contribute 
to this extreme accuracy (?) of result are 
round estimates of 97,000,000 impe rial bushels 
for Germany, 2,200,000 quarters for C hile, 
76,000,000 bushels for Spain, 4,500,000 quarters 
for Asia Minor, 3,000,000 quarters for Turkey 
in Europe, and a few other equally unprecise 
statements of quantity, all of which are care- 
fully turned into the final column as if the 
magnitade of the yield were known to within 
a few pounds of weight or a few cubic inches 
of capacity. And the total of these units is 
presented asa report of quantity. Un- 
douvtedly the person who compiled the table 
thought he was doing a great thing, one which 
would astonish the rustics by the surprising 
cioseness with which the data were handled 
and the extreme precision attained by hand- 
ling them. 

It did not seem to have occurred to him, or 
to the superior official who passed upon the 
work before it went to press, that it is ridic- 


| ulous to state in such precise terms a total 
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tent to which they can be trusted for accuracy 
ia the result obtained by manipulating them. 
It is devoutly to be hoped that the United 
States Department. of Agriculture will not 
similarly make of itself a laughing stock un- 
der the gentleman who will succeed Mr. 
Dodge as head of the bureau. If there be no 
improvement in this respect, or in some 
others, the department ought to be “abolished 
altogether as a disgrace to an intelligent peo- 
ple. ‘. 


ENJOINING RAILROAD ENGINEERS. 

Interlocutory injunctions and temporary re- 
straining orders have been issued by United 
States Circuit Judge Taft and District Judge 
Ricks enjoinmg certain railroads and their 
officers, servants, agents, and employés ” from 
refusing to receive freight from the Toledo, 
Ann Arbor and North Michigan railway, op- 
erated now by non-union engineers; pro- 
hibiting Messrs. Arthur and Sargent, the 
heads respectively of the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Engineers and Locomotive Firemen, 
from issuing, promulgatmg, or continuing in 
force any rule of their associations which may 
require any of the members of those organi- 
zations to refuse to receive or handle freight 
tende by the Ann Arbor road, and also 
ordering Mr. Arthur to notify all members of 
the brotherhood that tne rule or regulation 
requiring them to refuse to receive freight 
from the Ann Arbor road is not in force. The 
hearing is set for next Monday. 

The inter-State commerce act requires 
every common carrier who is subject to its 
provisions to afford all reasonable, proper, 
and equal facilities for the interchange of 
traffic and “for. the receiving, forwarding, 
and delivering of,passengers and property to 
and from their seberal lines and those con- 
nected therewith.”’ It 1s provided further 
that— 

Any common carrier subject to the provisions 
of this act, or whenever such common Carrier is 
a corporation, any director orefficer thereof, or 
any receiver, trustee, lessee, agent, or person 
acting for or employed by such corporation, who 
alone or with any other corporation, company, 
person, or party ehall willfully do or cause to be 
done, or shall willingly suffer or permit to be 
done, any act, matter, or thing in this act pro 
hibited or declared to be unlawful, or who shall 
aid or abet therein, or who shall willfally omit 
or fail to do any act, matter, or thing in this act 
required to be done, or shall cause or willingly 
suffer or permit any act, mattér, or thing so di- 
rected or required by this act to be done not to 
be so done, or shall aid or abet any such omis- 
sion or failure, or shall be guilty of auy infrac- 
tion of this act. or shall aid or abet therein, 
shall be deemed guilty’ of a misdemeanor 
and on conviction be fined. 

Thus the law forbids the engineers in the 
employ of a company to refuse to receive 
freight from another just as much as it for- 
bids the President or General Superintendent 
to do so. The latter cannot plead as an ex- 
cuse a vote or order of the stuckholders. The 
former cannot plead any rule of any organiza- 
tion to which they belong. If the Superin- 
tendent feels he catinot obey the law he can 
quit the road. If an engineer cannot obey it 
it is his duty to get other em ployment. 

The railroad corporations which do busi- 
ness with the Anu Arbor road have been noti- 
fied by the United States court to cbey the 
law. Asimilar notice has been served on 
their employés. There was no reason why 
they should bs left out. Both the roads and 
their employés have heen told what the law is 
and that they must not break it. They can- 
not plead ignorance, Any engineer who can- 
not conscientiously obey can leave if he 
chooses and make way for a man who can. 

It was represented to the court that it was 
the intention of Mr. Arthur, the head of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, to 
issue an order directing that freight be not 
received from the Ann Arbor road. Were 
such an order issued, inciting men to disobey 
the laws of the United States, and were it 
obeyed, shippers would be put to heavy loss 
and the public to grave inconvenience, For 
these injuries it would be difficult to recover 
damages. Therefore it is eminently proper 
that Mr. Arthur should be forbidden to issue 
an order which it is alleged would have such 
damaging consequences until the court has 
investigated the matter, 

If, as 1s alleged, there is any regulation of 
the brotherhood ordering engineers to refuse 
to receive freight ‘in violation of an act of 
Congress it is proper that the head of the or- 
der should be directed to suspend that rule 
until the court has had time to investigate the 
subject. It is better that the court should m- 
tervene before damage has been inflicted on 
shippers and the public thau afterwards. 

These orders of the court are for the benefit 
of the people, who are always the chief suffer- 
ers by railroad strikes, And who have had no 
redress. It is time that their interests should 
be considered. 


ANOTHER WARNING FOR THE TRUSTEES. 

The other members of the Drainage Board 
professed to be surprised by a statement made 
by Mr. Cooley day before yesterday to the 
effect that five million dollars more than the 
present resources of the Sanitary District can 
provide will be needed to complete the work 
necessary to get 300,000 cubic feet of lake 
water per minute into their 600,000-foot ca- 
pacity channel when finished. That is, the 
cost of unnecessary rock cutting and of use- 
less work between Joliet and Lockport will 
swallow up about all the funds, and there will 
not be enough left over to meet the cost of 
widening and deepening the South Branch so 
that it, with some supplemental ditch, will 
have a capacity of only 300,000 cubic feet, or 
just half the amount that the cranks on the 
board have been saying must be taken through 
the city to the main channel. 0 

Tus Tu nUxx has told the trustees often 
that it would be wise for them to cut their 
coat according to their cloth, and to find out 
what the Chicago River work would cost be- 
fore they lavished nearly all their resources 
on the section between Lockport and the Sag. 
But they paid no attention. They had a funny 
notion that.they would soon begin receiving a 
big income from water power and docking 
privileges, and they also insisted that it would 
cost but a small sum to improve the South 
Branch. Perhaps they will listen to Mr. 
Cooley when he tells them that their course is 
financially indefensible. 

Having gone as far as he did, Mr. Cooley 
should have gone farther and told his asso- 
ciates how much more than the present re- 
sources of the district it will take to get 
600,000 cubic feet of water through the city 
into the compieted channel, and also what his 
plan is for doing the work. If he were to tell 
the truth, that it will cost not less than thirty 
millions, a sum which the people never will 
consent to pay and cannot be forced to pay, 
the trustees might then begin to see that they 
had made a mistake in digging a 600,000-foot 
channel which they never will have the water 
to fil.

Among the lepers was agirlof 18, who was per- 
fectly free from the diease, Her mother, being 
infected, was sent off to the yourta. and before 
long gave birth to this girl, who had thus been 
here all her life, for the Yakuts would never 
allow ner to go among them. She pitifally im- 
plored us to take compassion on her and re- 
move her from this horrible place. We held a 
consultation, and the ispravnik said he was re 
solved to break the spell of terror that ruled 
among the Lakuts. and then nobly promised to 
take the girl inte his own house as a servant. 
Before we left Vilnisk we saw the girl settled 
with him. Am the crowd who came to see 
us was this girl, who with her new clothes 
and beam face looked a different creature 
altogetner. In svite of my attempts to stop her 
she would insist on prostrating herself in her 
native fashion, so unbounded was her gratitude. 

Miss Marsden gites an account of the meth- 
ods proposed by herself and others for reliev- 
img the distress of these people. It is intend- 
ed to found a leper colony, which will contain 
ten separate houses for the lepers, each con- 
structed for the accommodation of ten in- 
mates ; two hospitals (one for each sex) for 
patients in an advanced of the disease; 
a house for the doctor and bis two assistants ; 
a house for the sisters; a church, and a house 
for the priest; a buildi for workshops; a 
bath-house, a bake-house, and a mortuary. 
The sexes are to be kept apart, except in the 
case of a leper family; each house is to be 
provided with a garden, and space is to be 
left for a large kitchen-garden to supply the 
wants of the whole of the colony. ‘Each 
household is to have two cows, for which a 
proper stable will be provided.“ Miss Mars- 
den, who is a member of the “ King’s Daugh- 
ters, will devote the proceeds of a lecturmg 
tour in America to the furtherance of this 
work. Funds have already been subscribed 
in Russia and elsewhere, and physicians and 
nurses are volunteering aid. Let it be said 
to the credit of Pobiedonostsev that he has 
taken a warm interest in Miss Marsden’s mis- 
sion, and has given his official support to the 
undertaking. 


“Second Book of Verse,” by Eugene Field. 


-Mr..Bield’a. Muse is not a niggard of her 


favors. His new volume -contains between 


seventy and eighty poems, every one of which 
flows as trippingly from the reader's tongue 
as it came from the writer’s pen. Such is 
their simplicity of form and style that one 
does not always observe how perfect is the 
adaptation of expression to thought. Mr. 
Field’s is the poetry of self-expression; and 
when the self to be expressed is one of the 
most genial, frank, and lovable of natures the 
result cannot fail to be delightful.

Recent Fiction. 

Three women whose world is made up of 
a round of empty pleasures and the perform- 
ance of trivial duties are the subject of the 
sketches to which collectively Vernon Lee has 
given the name of Vanitas.“ For people of 
a morbid or pessimistic turn of mind the 
book is not altogether a pleasant one to read. 
There is a seriousness about these studies that 
is rather appalling to one who turns to the 
short story for literary relaxation, but readers 
who find a charm in psychological analysis 
will not, having dipped into them, lightly 
throw them aside. In an introductory letter 
the author indicates the mood in which her 
book was written, and points out the real pur- 

of the work. Round these sketches of 
rivolous women, she says, tbere have 
gathered some of the least frivolous thoughts, 
heaven knows, that have ever come into my 
head. She goes on: 

Indeed, how can one look from outside on the 
great waste of precious things, delicate discern- 
ment, quick feeling, and sometimes stoical forti- 
tude, involved in frivolous life, without a sense of 
sadness and indignation? Or what satisfaction 
could its portrayal afford, save for the chance 
that such pictures might mirror some astonished 
and abashed creature; or show to men and women 
who toil and think that idleness, and callousness, 
and muck that must seem to them sheer wicked- 
ness is less a fault than a misfortune? For surely 
it is a misfortune not merely to waste the nobler 
qualities one has, but to have little inkling of the 
sense of brotherhood and duty which changes one 
from a blind dweller in caves to an inmate of the 
real world of storms and sunshino and serene 
night and exhilarating morning. 

Of the three women of whom Vernon Lee 
writes, the fortuues of big, healthy, hand- 
some Lady Tal,” who “ herself performs 
the miracle and abandons freely the service of 
the great goddess Vanitas, will probably 
most interest the general reader. The other 
two characters are well drawn, but they pos- 
sess to even a less degree the quality of sym- 
pathy, the lack of which is the most serious 
blemish upon the author’s carefully cunsid- 
e well-defined work. (“ Vanitas, by Ver- 
non Lovell, Coryell & Co., New Vork.) 

Rather a pleasing coilection of short stories 
is that to which eight well-known English 
writers have lent their work and their names. 
These Stories in Black and White have, be- 
yond the fact that they are without exception 
well told, no particular claim to serious con- 
sideration. Several of them have been pub- 
lished before in English and American 
periodicals and none, save possibly that con- 
tributed by J. M. Barrie, can boast originality 
either of theme or treatment. W. E. Norris 
opens the book with a tale dealing with 
certain events im the life of one Mme. Chan- 
teloup, an attractive Frenchwoman witha 
history; Grant Allen ends it with a variation 
on the theme dear to all story tell- 
ers since the dawn of _§fiction— 
the provisions of a crusty old uncle’s 
will. Between these are sandwiched 
half a dozen stories grave and gay by as in any 
autbors— Thomas Hardy, Mrs. Oliphant, W. 
Clark Russell, J. M. Barrie, Mrs. E. Lynn 
Linton, and James Payn. Mr. Barrie’s 
sketch of the actor who gave up the glamour 
of the stage and the plaudits of the public to 
satisfy the professional jealousy of his wife, 
and bent his energies to furtherjng her own 
histrionic ambitions, has a grateful freshnes; 
and charm about it, and is by far the best 
thing in the book. (“ Stories in Black and 
White.“ New York: D. Appleton & Co.) 

The fine aroma of the quaint life, haif for- 
mal, half simple, Wholly admirable and charm- 
ing, of ante-bellum days arises from the sto-

“The Crusaders,“ by Henry Arthur Jones. 

In an appreciative preface Mr. William 
Archer describes The Crusaders as a 
satirical romance. It is not primarily a 
drama of individual character, but a sketch 
of a social group, a study of a certain intel. 
lectual and emotional tendency in modern 
life. The germ of the play in the author's 
mind was not a personage or a situation, but 
a theme—that of social idealism.’’ Mr. Arch 
er illustrates his criticism by comparing The 
Crusaders with * Le Monde on l'on sen 
nuie,” a comedy by Paillerovu. “ Pailleron’s 
piay portrays, not a passion ora character, 
but a salon ora cluster of salons, a corner of 
society, a craze, an affectation, a foible of the 
hour, of the day, at most, of the decade. The 
same description applies almost exactly 
tye The Crusaders,’ except that the social 
idealism with which it deals is a phenomenon 
of deeper and more abiding interest than the 
pedantry ridiculed in the French play. So 
far as story is concerned the French play may 
be classed as a comedy, almost a farce; 
whereas the English play is a romance, almost 
a fairy tale. If we are to place this fable on 
the common earth at ail it must be in the fut- 
ure, notin the present or past, Mr. Jones, 
like the authors of Looking Backward’ and 
‘News from Nowhere,’ fantasticates in the 
future, though his future may be conceived as 
somewhat nearer than Mr. Bellamy’s or Mr. 
Morris’ millennium.” 

While it is true that some of the incidents 
of Mr. Jones’ play are not even remotely

Brief Mention. 

“Blackfoot Lodge Tales.“ by George Bird 
Grinnell, The Indian legends which Mr. 
Grinnell has collected will be interesting to 
the hardened folklorist, the connoisseur in 
counting-out rhymes and other uncut gems of 
literature. Readers who have not attained to 
that degree of culture will be likely to find 
them trivial, crudely grotesque, deficient in 
humor and charm. The Blackfoot’s imagina- 
tion is decidedly unspiritual, and loves to feed 
on buffalo steak and the edible world in gen- 
eral; But undoubtedly the stories are charac- 
teristic, and faithfully reflect the experience 
and the mental development of their invent- 
ors. In pointing out the frequent recurrence 
of certain incidents Mr. Grinnell aptly re. 
marks: This is all natural enough when it is 
remembered that the range of Indians’ 
experience is very narrow. The incidents of 
camp life, of hunting and war excursions, do 
not offer a very wide variety of conditions, 
and of course the stories of the people deal 
chiefly with matters with which they are 
familiar. They are based on the everyday life 
of the narrators.” Mr. Grinnell has not sought 
to adorn or adapt his material in any way. 
“Those who read these stories will have the 
narratives just as they came to me from the 
lips of the Indians themselves; and from the 
tales they can get a true notion of the real 
man who is speaking. He is not the Indian 
of the newspapers, nor of the novel, nor of 
the Eastern sentimentalist, nor of the West- 
ern boomer, but the real Indian as he is in 
his daily life among his own people, his 
friends, where he is not embarrassed by the 
presence of strangers nor trying to produce 

but is himself— true, natural 

In the latter part of his book the 
author describes the domestic life, the social 
organization, religion, and customs of the 
Blackfoot tribes. As a contribution to 
anthropology this portion of the work has 
considerable value. (New York: Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, $1.75.) 

Joan and Jerry,” by Mrs. O'Reilly, is a 
good, wholesume story for girls, with plenty 
of incident and humor, touches of pathos, and 
a tone of genuine kindness, Joan, the prin- 
cipal character, is so natural a child that one 
takes her to be a stady froni life.

Accordingly she begins with the other lodgers, 
upon whom she fixes a series of quaintly appro- 
priate names,and before long she is helping the 
little overworked dancing mistress who rents 
the parlor floor. While actingin this capac- 
ity she meets her cousin Jerry (Geraldine), 
whose fashionable manners, are very unlike 
those of outspoken, independent ion, In 
spite of their different temperaments the girls 
become fast friends and a resonciliation be- 
tween their families, hitherto estranged, is 
finally effected, bringing happiness and pros- 
rity tu Joan and her many protégés. Mrs. 
atimer Lloyd, the highly proper English 
governess, is a characteristic type. The story 
abounds in wise and clever sayings, but Joan 
herself is a little too fond of slang. (New 
York: Thomas Whittaker.) 

“Why Government at All?’ by William 
Van Ornum. There is one pathetic note in 
this book which almost disarms criticism. 
The author confesses that he writes with the 
hope of obtaining his subsistence from the 
work while trying to convert men to his way 
of thinking, and he is not averse, also, to the 
honor which he wishes his book to bring. We 
fear his ambition will hardly be gratified in 
either respect. The book appeals neither to 


to the common sense of plain citizens. It is 
one long, unintelligent cry against govern- 
ment, religion, and morality; it is the utter- 
ance of a wild hope thatif these institutions 
were radically changed or com pletely abol- 
ished man would be happy yet.“ Few books 
are more sweeping in their assertions and few 
so persistently distort facts, The author’s in- 
sight into man and his history is wholly awry. 
He would abolish — rty and government 
because they are only the instruments of tyr- 
anny, but he is wholly blind to the condition 
of things which existed when neither 
of these institutions had been evolved. He 
attributes the world’s evils to the selfishness 
caused by property and government, and yet 
does not see that government was organized 
against the selfishness of the powerful. and 
that property was recognized by way of dis- 
couraging the indolence and thriftlessness of 
those in the tribe or community who were will- 
ing to live from thelabor of others. To put the 
matter briefly, the author’s mistake is that he 
does not see facta in their right relations. His 
indignation is spent upon institutions when 
the evil is really in man, whom he seems to 
regard as idyllic in his virtue and perfection, 
except when he is an officer of government. 
(Chicago: Charles H. Kerr & Co. ) 

A History of Socialism,’”’ by Thomas 
Kirkup. Mr. Kirkup writes as a sympathizer, 
but not as a partisan. He frankly states the 
various meanings attached to the term so. 
cialism,”’ and then recognizes the definitions 
of Roscher, Wagner, and Schaeffler as deserib- 
ing the subject of his history. Socialism, 
then, is collective control of property and in- 
dustry, with the recognition of private rights 
in the distribution and use of products. The 
reader will feel assured that the question is 
calmly and philosophically treated on remem- 
bering that the author contributed articles on 
socialism and allied topics to the lest edition 
of the Encyclopedia Britannica. The book 
relates only the modern movements in the di- 
rection of socialistic speculation and practice, 
beginning with St. Simon and ending with 
Marx and Rod bertus and the Internatioaal or- 
ganization, with the existing status of the 
problem. (Edinburg: Adam & Charles Black.) 

“The Theory of Wages and Its Application 
to the Eight-Hours Question and Other Prob- 
lems,” by Herbert Thompson. The 
author’s discussion is largely scholastic, and 
aims to impose certain limitations upon the 
“iron law of wages. His conclusion is that 
labor is neither limited for its reward toa 
“wage fund nor is entitled to the residuum 
of a varying product of industry. Hence 
he defines wages a8 “a varying pro- 
portion of a varym@ product of in- 
dustry.“ This proposition is not one which 
can be absolutely accepted or denied. In- 
deed, it can hardly be called intelligible. 
Nor does it aid in answering the question 
whether the laborer is entitled, as the Social 
ist claims, to a share of the profits over and 
above a certain rate of the cost of production. 
There are some good suggestions on the eight- 
hours movement, but the population and com- 
petition questions are inadequately treated.

GEORGE ELIOT AS WOMAN AND WRITER: 


The Rev. Edward C. Towne Talks to the 
West End Woman’s Club. 

Lhe Rev. Edward C. Towne delivered a lect- 
ure yesterday afternoon before the West Ead 
Woman's club on “George Eliot—Woman 
and Writer.“ Mrs. W. J. Chalmers, President 
of the club, introduced the lecturer, for whom 
a special meeting was held. The lecture was 
a study of the novelist’s life, taken from 
5 and autobiographic sketches re- 
vealed in her novels, together with the per- 
sonal information gered while the lecturer 
was in England. rof. Towne ranked his 
subject among the world’s greatest authors. 
He said: “George Eliot stands alone in his- 
tory as a woman on the highest line of human 
greatness, She was on the highest plane of 
* with Homer, Shakspeare, and 

ante. 

The speaker then briefly reviewed the in- 
fluences surrounding the girlhood of George 
Eliot and the change of her views from a be- 
lie ver in an evangelical religion to an ardent 
free-thinker—a skeptic. He then pointed out 
the disadvantages under which she labored in 
this struggle for truth, by reason not only of 
her womanhood, buther physical weakness, 
But she had the will to struggle and strive and 
she did it in spite of her physical weakness. 
Of George Eliwt’s domestic relations Mr. 
Towne spoke carefully without any attempt 
to gloss over facta. He said: 

There was one life shown in her published bi 
raphy and quite another within herself whic 
had never been revealed to the world. When she 
reflected what her life ought to have been she was 
overwhelmed with its tragedy. That spiritual 
tragedy of her life was put into her great novels. 
Her great novels are confessions more or less dis- 

uised, She had the Christ-like sympathy, if she 

id not have the Christ-like belief. She carried 
the spiritual life in her hand, if she doubted im- 


mortality.

Celebrated than Christmas Itself—The 
Derivation of the Name Is Not Certain, 
but the Festival Comes from the Jew- 
ish Passover—Various Methods of Cele- 
brating the Day—Few of the Old COus- 
toms Are Observed Nowadays. 

As old Christmas is the King, so Easter is the 
Queen of festivals. Indeed this has been its 
designation for hundreds of years, and in 
many countries it is more universally cele- 
brated than Christmas itself. As Christmas 
is the festival that celebrates the birth of 
Christ, Easter is that which celebrates his 
resurrection and ascension. In its origin and 
history are lessons as interesting as those to 
be found in its customs and the legends that 
center around it. 

The name Easter is variously derived. 
Some authorities find its origin in Eastre, 
the Saxon goddess, whose vernal festival was 
celebrated ages ago, others from oster, 
a rising. Whatever the derivation of the 
name the festival itself comes direct from the 
Jewish parsover and is a survival of the 
„ paschal feast. It is, however, different 
from the passover and is not, like Christinas, 
a fixed day of the month, but is one of the 
movable festivals, regulated by the full moon 
and the vernal equinox, though lying always 
between March 26 and April 25. 

From the earliest days of the Christian era 
this festival has been celebrated with the

The joys of Easter have always been re- 
garded as a natural reacmon from the somber-- 
ness of the Lenten season which precedes it. 
When the penitents in Southern Italy, during 
the last days of Lent, in selenmin procession 
marched barefoot over rough roads, cov-

Observances of Modern Times. 


Enlightened ideas and modified manners 
have followed in the wake of civilization. 
Before the light of progress musty traditions 
have slunk away, carry hazy legends with 
them. The pious no longer keep watch all 
night for the monks to hold up to them each 
Easter morn the image of Christ risen once 
more. The Lord’s second coming is no longer 
assured for Easter eve. The rising sun on 
Easter morn still typifies the Son of Right- 
cousness, and the close of Lent—or the death 
of winter — still typifies the defeat of the grave, 
yet even the children of today no longer 
rise at daylight to see the sun dance —a 
belief which writers of less than a century 
ago soberly argued was without foundation.

The old German custom 
of three (possibly representing the 
Trinity), and the Austrian egg of gold or sil- 
ver filled with costly knickknacks, and the 
dyed egg of the poorer clagses, all look back 
to their predecessor, the paschal egg, which 
wes handed down from the Egyptians, and
